The Utica Observer is deeply troub­ 
led because Republican newspapers do not 
denounce the alleged author of the Murchi­ 
son letter, and thinks they are happy over 
the effect and ready to defend what it thinks 
was mean business on Osgoodby’s part. The 
Albany Time* is vexed because T h e F r e e ­ 
m an does not advocate Judge Earl’s plan of 
ballot reform, and thinks us very wicked for 
not sorrowing with the Democrats of Ulster 
county over the complaint of one of their 
leaders that Democratic votes have suddenly 
gone up here from ft to f25. All these 
things indicate a general wish tor a reviva^ 
of political virtue, which it would l>c pleas­ 
ant to contemplate if there were genuine evi­ 
dence of its sincerity. For sincerity, after 
all, must be laid at the root of any measure 
of ballot reform.

ready to scheme for any measure that would 
not interfere with Democratic methods, a lit­ 
tle drama just e nded in a neighboring city 
has not attracted its notice. The chief of 
police of Troy is one W. W. Willard, a Dem­ 
ocrat. At the recent election Chief Willard 
undertook to control the voting at the polls 
for the benefit of his party exclusively. Ilis 
acts were so outrageous, and many of them 
so violent, that the Republican managers 
brought complaints Itefore the Police Board, 
composed of two Democrats and two Repub­ 
licans, with the object of securing his dis­ 
missal. Implicated with him was Patrick 
Blake, a policeman, the charge against whom 
was drunkenness at the polls and the assault 
ing of voters. The trial was a long one. and 
did not reach a conclusion until the present 
week. To show the nature of Willard’s acts 
we will cite two or three witnesses, as report 
c-d from the records by the Time*: 
Edward M. Houghton. retired merehant.-The 
regular line of voters was obstructed. Willard and 
the other policemen were calling men up from tue 
west end to vote. One of these men. who offered 
his vote, was challenged, and Willard told him to 
take ofT his hat and swear in his vote. Willard took 
both hands and pushed the man up to the window 
and told him to «wear in bis vote. I saw him do 
nothing to aid legal voters or facilitate their voting. 
On the contrary, he prevented regular voters from 
casting their ballots. 1 saw four policemen in uni 
form there, and thev appeared to be working in uni 
son with the Superintendent, every one of them 
From 8:30 o’clock till the polls closed Willard was 
there pushing in repeaters. The vote of one was 
rejected, and Willard said: “Take off your hat.and 
swear it in." 
Edmund 8. Wheeler—I saw Superintendent Wil 
lard holding back the line of voters by standing in 
the line so that the voters could not come up. He 
blocked the line of voters five or six minutes. 
Bernard Halligan. United States Supervisor of 
Election—I saw Willard hold hack the regular line 
of voters at the east end of the barricade, and let 
those in from the west end. I asked him to stop 
holding back the voters. He said: “ ---- ----- you 
I'll pull you out of that window." A man 
attempted to vote on the name of Levi P. Morton 
The name was not on the registry. Willard said: 
“ If he swears it in you will have to take it." I saw 
Willard try to hold the voters back. 
William Cornwell—A man tried to vote on my 
name. My hand was in the window, and I was put 
out. I did not vet-. '

William Picpcr and John Scbutt, Inspect 
ore of Election, Anthony P. Finder, Poll 
Clerk, and William H. Halligan, James S 
Wheeler, James McKay.

Wriglit, Dr. Maldon 
Felter, Frank Kendall. E. Shelton Masters 
Charles Wager and Thomas J. Davis, citi 
zens, gave similar evidence. Their testimony 
was concurrent that Willard was engaged 
that day in holding back the regular line of 
voters which moved from the east, to give a 
gang of repeaters which came from the op 
pos.ito direction a chance to vote. These re 
pcaters were protected, and election officers 
who protested against receiving their ballots 
were threatened with violence. Lawful 
voters were also pulled from the line by Wil 
lard's drunken sultordinatcs, arrested, beaten 
and in some instances locked up for the day 
in jail. Against Blake, the policeman 
twenty-four reputable and unirapeachah! 
witnesses testified that he was drunk, bolster 
ous and insulting, that he several timei 
drew 
a 
pistol 
and 
threatened 
shoot, 
that 
he 
used 
profane 
and 
obscene language, that he drove crowds 
of voters from the polling place by produe 
ing bis pistol and flourishing his club, that 
he assisted iu throwing out a challenger with 
great violence, but refused to arrest the illegal 
voter who was challenged, and that he had 
previously been seen drunk and violent when 
on duty. The only defense made by Willard 
and ’>l.tke was by the swearing of about 
twenty five witnesses who did not hear the 
offensive words or see the offensive acts al 
leged. 
The Police Board listened to the nrgu 
ments of counsel and treated the matter with 
great deliberation. But when the vote was 
taken on the question of dismissing Willard 
and Blake the two Democratic commissioners 
voted in the negative. The result was a tie 
and the offending officers were not removed 
They arc retained in their positions where 
they will be of future service to their party, 
unless a criminal prosecution and conviction 
land them in state prison. This all happened 
in the city which is ruled through the Demo­ 
cratic party by Edward Murphy, Jr.. Chair, 
man of the Democratic State Committee and 
the man who lias a lien upon every saloon 
and other place of evil resort that buys liis 
beer. 
Now the point we wish to make is that 
none of the Democratic papers which weep 
daily over Republican wickedness has heard 
of these proceedings in Troy. They have 
been spread before the country and the world 
in the m<fct conspicuous manner by the 
Time*, the Telegram, the Standard and the 
Budget, but throughout the state the Demo­ 
cratic press has passed them over in silence, 
even suppressing the non partisan reports of 
actual facts which have been furnished by 
the Associated Press as news* Is not this 
evidence of a wish to conceal Democratic 
rascality, and also of a willingness to have 
Willard and Blake retained in their places, 
asmen bandy to have around on election 
day? The Republican party could gain no 
political advantage from their removal, for 
the Board is evenly divided, and the success­ 
ors of these men if they had been removed 
would have to be satisfactory to both sides.

PEANUT POLITICS IN WASHINGTON. 
Mr. Cleveland sent a long list of nomina­ 
tions to the Senate yesterday. They in­ 
cluded Postmasters at Whitcstone. Philmont, 
College Point, FJatbush and Clifton Springs, 
this state. He had previously sent quite a 
number since the reassembling of Congress, 
and the proceeding is to be continued, it is 
intimated, till the 4th of March. A few are 
for postoffices that have lately become Presi­ 
dential offices, but the majority are of per­ 
sons to succeed officers who havesentin their 
resignations to either make room for other 
Democrats or to secure a reuewal of tbeir 
own commissions for four years more. The 
nominee for Philmont, for instance, isGeorg4^ 
Baker, the present incumlient, who has prob­ 
ably taken time by the forelock. The in­ 
cumbents at Whitcstone, College Point and 
Clifton Springs are also renominated. 
w#ould be smart politics if the Senate were 
Democratic, as it would greatly embarras3 
the new administration in the disposal of its 
patronage. 
But thus far not one of the nominations of 
this sort has been confirmed. They are all 
remorselessly consigned to the Senate pigeou 
holes, where they will remain till the Ides of 
March bring a new administration to Wash­ 
ington. 
Perhaps the President expects the country 
to admit that he is a generous and broad­ 
minded statesman after it has witnessed suclr 
performances as these. Or it may be that he 
merely wishes to keep the minds of Republi 
can Senators occupied while the Democratic 
Representatives indulge their long and ex 
hausting game of dead-lock, the objects or 
advantages of which are not yet visible to 
the naked eye.

American poulterers suffered from 
this competition more than the people would 
have suffered if a reasonable tariff had been 
levied on Canadian eggs.—Syracuse Journal. 
Senator Cleveland yesterday offered the 
first bill in the Senate. It is for a secret bal­ 
lot act. It provides for envelopes not less 
*hun three inches by live, to lie of uniform 
color, etc. Suitable rooms are to lie provid 
cd. Electors are to be furnished with one of 
each of the ballots that are before the people 
and they are to enter a certain room and 
there put their ballots into the envelope. No 
voter can stay over three minutes in the room. 
Provision is made for checking off votes by 
count of envelopes and voters. Counterfeit­ 
ing or marking envelopes is punishable bv a 
fine and imprisonment.—Hartford (Coiin ) 
Courant.

The Common Council met last night. A 
quorum was present. Mayor Newkirk pre­ 
sided, 
SUED FOR DAMAGES. 
The Mayor infottncAl the Common Coun­ 
cil that a summons had been served on him 
in a suit brought by Dora Doyle against the 
City, before Justice of the Peace Brill, for 
damages sustained by falling on the sidewalk 
in Uiggiusville. On motion of Alderman 
Flynn the Corporation Counsel was directed 
to defend the suit. 
THAT SEWER PROJECT. 
A petition of tax-payersof the Western .De­ 
partment, asking for a system of sewerage, 
was read. On motion, citizens present Vrero 
invited to speak. 
WHAT DR. I.OrOnUAN 8AID. 
Dr. It. Lough ran said in substance: “ Most 
of the petitioners are tax-pavers of the First 
Ward. Residents there tecla greater neces­ 
sity for sewerage, perhaps: than those of 
other wards, but it is dficinifd best not to 
build a system wit hold giving the eutire West­ 
ern Department aii opportunity to reap its 
benefits. All the petitioners ask are the same 
privileges as have been given in other parts of 
the City. We tried to establish a system by 
private enterprise, but owing to the refusal of 
• the Legislature to pass a law authorizing the 
formation of a company, it was abandoned. 
We think it advisable to adopt a system tha* 
Can in time be used by the whole Western 
Department.” Referring to the danger from 
cholera and other diseases, he said that there 
are from 40 to 50 water closets on the tnn- 
ncry brook, from Lindernian-avenue to its 
outlet. 
Washington-avenue is being built 
up, and must lie relieved from this stench, 
lie also said thebe are 15 to 20 water 
closets from Henry street to Pettit’s, on the 
TWanifskill. Families are enemies because of 
the contamination of the brook. The only 
relief Kingston has now is by cess pools. But 
property is too valuable in portions of the 
First Ward to be taken up by cess pools He 
urged at length favorable action by ihe Com­ 
mon Council. 
STATÉNikNT MADE BY W. M. HATES. 
William M. Hayes said it seemed to him 
every man of ordinary intelligence could see 
the necessity of a system of sertetage. Sewer­ 
age becomes more necessary because of the 
water and thebe must be some relief. He was 
opposed to building sewers for an individual 
ward. Let a system lie established so that in 
time other wards may come in if they so de­ 
sire. The want of sewerage is injuring busi­ 
ness interests. Men have said they would 
build if there were sewers, but without sewers 
they would not do it Manufacturing inter­ 
ests suffer without sewers. 
REFERRED TO A COMMITTEE. 
Alderman TenBroeck moved that the pe­ 
tition be received and placed on file, and the 
matter be referred to the Sewer Committee 
to report. Carried. 
AN ORDINANCE TO BE DRAFTED. 
Aldermau TenBroeck moved that the 
Street Committee report an ordinance. Al 
derman Brinnier moved that the Ninth Ward 
be excluded. 
Alderman Messier said, individually, he 
was in favor of sewerage, and be would like 
to have sewers in that ward, but property- 
owners opposed. Alderman Brinnier said : 
“ 1 am opposed to sewers individually, and 
as a representative of the Ninth Ward. 
The Ninth Ward is not thickly settled, 
and there is no necessity for sewer­ 
age. It would be. much better to have 
something to relieve the Ward of surface 
water.” A vote was taken ou the amend­ 
ment of Brinnier. Lost—ayes 0, noes 7. Al­ 
derman Brinnier withdrew ills ’'amend meritv 
and moved to lay the matter over until the 
next meeting. Alderman-Wiener sajd lie oh», 
jected to an ordinance that would compel 
residents of a ward that had not petitioned to 
pay for sewerage. Dr. Loughran said other 
wards would be benefited by the mains,and it 
is nothing more than right they should pay a 
portion of the expense. Alderman Ten­ 
Broeck withdrew hi9 resolution and then 
moved that the same Committee be instruct­ 
ed to draft an ordinance for a system of sew 
erage for the First Ward. A. II. VanBuren 
spoke at length in opposition. He said there 
was no petition before the Common Council 
asking for sewerage for the First Ward 
alone, it was for the Western Department. 
He claimed that the majority of tax payers 
of the Ward were not iu favor of being taxed 
for sewers for that Ward alone. They fav­ 
ored sewerage in the whole Department. He 
bud canvassed the Ward heretofore when (he 
question came up and the amount of the cost 
of the sewers was kuown, and nine-tenths 
were opposed. They were in favor of sew­ 
ers in the whole City or were willing to have 
it dono by private enterprise. Let the Com­ 
mon Council adopt a system of sewerage, 
see what it will costj and give the people an 
opportunity to say whether they are willing 
to pay the money. After remarks by Dr. 
Loughran and Aldermen TenBroeck and 
Brinnier a vote was taken on Alderman Tcn- 
Broeek’s resolution that the Sewer Committee 
be instructed to report an ordinance for the 
construction of sewers iu the First VTard. 
Carried. 
COST TO 11F. REPORTED. 
Alderman Brinnier moved that the City 
Engineer and Sewer Committee report the 
probable cost of such system of sewerage. 
Carried. 
Alderman TenBroeck moved that the 
Corporation Counsel and the City Engineer 
be added to the Sewer Committee. Carried. 
ROUTINE MATTERS. 
The official bond ot C. F„ Brill, Justice of 
the Peace, was read and approved. 
A communication relative to the Fire De­ 
partment was referred to the Fire Commit­ 
tee.A claim of Ulster County against Kings­ 
ton City for $2,140 22, amount of Willard 
Asylum bill, care of Eliza Brown, claimed 
to be a resident of this City, was read and re­ 
ferred to the Corporation Counsel. 
NUISANCES IN TIII8 CITY. 
A communication, signed by Jacob Myers, 
regarding alleged nuisances iu the City, such 
as bricks falling on person’s heads, rowdies 
standing on street corners, etc., was read,and 
referred to the Committee on Laws and Ordi­ 
nances.

Bills against the City were read and referred 
to the Committee on Auditing Accounts. 
WORK FOR THE STREET SUPERINTENDENT. 
On motion, Walter Hudler was allowed jo 
place building material on Trcmper-avenue, 
Thomas Donaldson on Unioo-street, and Al­ 
derman Measter¡on Cedar-street. Alderman 
Flynn moved that the Street Superintendent 
repair a wall on Union-avenue, between 
Flick’s and Kelly’s property. Carried. Al­ 
derman Keane moved the Street Superintend­ 
ent repair a retaining wall on Gill-street. 
Carried. An agent of the new electric light 
company asked directions in regard to plac­ 
ing the 60 electric lights in the City Hall. 
Referred to the Building Committee with 
power.

The butter shipments from Delaware 
County during the past year have been and 
still are heavy. In speaking at a Farmers’ 
Institute, at Deposit, Colonel G. D. Wheeler 
said that from October 1 to December 15, 
there had been shipped 300,000 pounds of 
butter worth $60.000. Oue day 881 pack­ 
ages were sent to New-York City. During 
1888, 7,700 packages weighing about 50 
pounds each aud worth 22 cents a pound, a 
total value of $84,000, had been sent by ex­ 
press. The freight and express shipments 
combined showed receipts of $150,000. Five 
or six butter factories, within a radius of 
eight miles, also made heavy consignments. 
The Delaware Cieamery, in the town of San- 
'TbYd, sold at one time in New-York City 83,- 
000 pounds of butter, for $20,000. Cattle 
and hogs worth $37,000 and several thousand 
dollars’ worth of poultry were shipped,show­ 
ing a credit of over $268,400 to farmers for 
less than one year’s production. 
The dairy business is steadily increasing. 
Tbe amount of milk sent to New-York City 
from points along the Ulster & Delaware 
Railroad is very large, and. to the credit 
of the producers, let it be said, it is rated as 
the purest by the Milk Inspectors.

Miss Helen A. Johnson, the resident cor­ 
respondent of Tiie F reem an in New-York 
City, who visited Troy, recently, writes as 
follows: 
RECALLING OLD FAMILIES. 
It being my privilege to visit my native 
City, Troy, during the progress of the cele­ 
bration of its Centennial, I attended some of 
the exercises, which I found interesting. 
Well do I feiiletnlier some of the old land­ 
marks now just disappearing aud tbe old 
families, whose ancestors were prominent in 
in its settlement. My own great grand father, 
one of the oldest Pendlctcu stock, settled 
more than u hundred years ago upon tbe west 
side of the Hudson, opposite the north end 
of Troy, on a bluff commanding a view of 
the RiVei far up and down and for many 
years was tbe friend of the VanRensscíaers, 
Vanderlieydens and others. The land now 
in the possession of Roman Catholics is still 
known as the old Pendleton farm, although 
the original house was burned many years 
ago. What stories those old stones could tell 
and what tales the grand old trees could 
whisper were they but given the power of 
speech even for a few brief moments. And 
how intensely would we all listen f.>r their 
revelations. Many stories are told bv our 
grand -mothers of the hardship they endured, 
the visits of Indians, etc., but time mellows 
them nil and they pass into legends, as we 
grow apace iu our National History. 
A NOTED SEJttNARY IN ITS PAY. 
Having been cdilciited at the Seminary of 
Mrs. WiTlard. perhaps some personal remi­ 
niscences of her and notes of her remarkable 
predecessor, the founder of the school, may 
yiot be amiss. 
Mrs. Emma Willard, or 
*“ Madame Emula ” tis it was her expressed 
desire to be called, is looked upon as one of 
the pioueers iu the education of women in 
this country, and for many years her school, 
or Seminary, stood at the Lead of the educa­ 
tional institutions in the Uuiou for that pur­ 
pose. Yoitttg ladies from all parts of the 
United States crowded its lialls and eagerly 
drank at the fountain of learning offered. It 
was so new an enterprise and necessarily in­ 
curred so much expanse that its benefits were 
restricted to those who were at least moder­ 
ately well supplied with this world’s goods. 
So with a becoming spirit of liberality special 
arrangements were made for anf pupils who 
were sufficiently ambitious by which they 
were enabled to pursue their education, and 
the hi’Is allowed to accumulate until by their 
own efforts in teaching afler graduation they 
could pay them themselves. In this way 
many young ladies were placed upon the 
road to independence, who would otherwise 
"have been born to blush unseen.” 
WITH THE AIR OF A QUEEN. 
Madame Emma is remembered bv her pu­ 
pils as a bright-eyed, black-haired'; vivacious 
woman, of medium height, rather stout in 
her later years, and very insistent upon her 
dignity. Always appearing with a multitude 
of ringlets at the sides of her head, and an 
immense superstructure built on the top of 
it, surmounted with a black lace veil, which 
hung down it) a Spanish style to her should­ 
ers, she walked into recitation and lecture- 
ruoms with the air of a queen. As she eu- 
tered every person in the room was required 
to arise and remain standing until she was 
seated. 
THE MARQUIS DE LA FAYETTE. 
She would then enter into some decisive 
remarks, or relate some anecdote., give the 
young ladies some good advice, and retire, 
when every individual must stand until her 
withdrawal. This was in her later years, 
when she had resigned her practical duties 
to her daughter in-law. One of her favorite 
subjects of discourse was the visit of the Mar­ 
quis de La Fayette, whom she had the honor 
of meeting, and she never tired of enlarging 
upon his dignity, polish of manner, grace of 
diction, good looks and virtues generally. 
A FASCINATING WOMAN. 
When her .utiva life was relinquished and 
her duties resigned to Mrs. John Willard, 
her son’s wife, who was a teacher and Vice- 
Principal in the school, Madame Emma re­ 
tired to a spacious brick dwelling on the 
Seminary grounds, where she lived with her 
servants and a companion. ’ chanced, long 
after her death, to meet with a lady, at the 
time the wife of William II. Burleigh— ¡111 
accomplished writer and poet—who had for­ 
merly been a companion to Mrs. Willard. 
Mrs. Burleigh was one of the most fascin­ 
ating women it has ever been my fortune to 
encounter, and if fascinating to women, she 
must have been supremely so to men. Mrs. 
Burleigh, a thoroughly good, conscientious 
woman, entertained me highly with accounts 
of her life at Mrs. W illard’s. The prim? for­ 
mal teas, the stately dinners, the conven­ 
tional calls, the rule and compass by which 
everything went in that household, used fre­ 
quently to become very exasperating to the 
nervous sensibility of the patient companion. 
Oftentimes when released from duty 
she would rush up to her own little room at 
the top of the house, and deliberately pull 
and toss and fling about everything she could 
lav her bands upon, until the most dire con­ 
fusion reigned. 
Books, clothes, furniture 
were pitched together in one heap, and lay 
there until her paroxysm was over and order 
again assumed control. This was one of the 
loveliest women that I ever knew and the 
bosom friend of Mrs. Cleveland, the sister of 
Horace Greeley. 
SWAYED BY KINDNESS AND LOVe. 
Mrs. John Willard, under whose super­ 
vision 1 came, was a tall, stately, brown- 
haired woman, much beloved by her pupils, 
of rare tact and ability and thoroughly well 
qualified for her position. Always gentle 
and refined, her sway was by kindness and 
love. As the principal of so large a school, 
none of the classes came directly under her 
instruction, and hence a visit from Mrs. Wil­ 
lard was received with trepidation for fear 
some one or some thing might not be agree­ 
able to her. She always met the school for­ 
mally twice a week in the lecture room and 
then any delinquencies were discussed and 
reports given of merits and demerits. 
CAN POINT WITH PHIDE. 
I think there are many women over this 
brond land, who can look back to tbe davs 
spent under the roof and between the walls 
of the Troy Female Seminary as it was ab­ 
breviated, with joy aud pride that it was 
their privilege to participate in tbe instruc­ 
tion there given. Aud Troy, in celebrating 
its Centennial, can justly point with honor 
to her record in this respect. 
THE WILLARD NAME GONE FOREVER. 
The building still stands, but deserted and 
silent, with the exception of one end. in 
which a day school is still open, but the W il­ 
lard name is gone from it forever. A small 
palk extends on one side of it, where loung­ 
ers may sit and gaze upon its walls or listen 
to the hum of trade. 
READY TO MAKE MORE HISTORY. 
And Troy’s Centennial is accomplished, 
and it rises to new duties aud honors 
through its factories aud trades and schools, 
ready to make history for another hundred 
years.

0! the days gone by.— Mitchell, 
Marius Schoonmaker, in ltis History of 
Kingston, iu referring to grants of land 
made bv Governors in the early days of the 
settieuieut of Ulster CdUoty, says that one 
grant was made í<) a Captain John Evans, in 
1694, containing all the lnnd between New- 
Pultznud the Hudson River, embracing all 
Ulster County below New-Paltz on the east 
side of the Shawangunk Mountain and a 
very large part of Orange County. It was 
given by ex-Governor Fletcher under the 
nominal rent of " 20 shillings and one fat 
btrek per annum.”

the administration of Governor Beileinont, as 
those hundreds of square miles would have 
Item brought under the scorching and blight­ 
ing effect of landlordism. Mr. Schoonmaker 
then goes on to .s:t_v. “ The writer well recol­ 
lects his visits in early life if* Woodstock and 
Shandaken, in l ister County, when that re­ 
gion, being part of an enormous grant of sev­ 
eral hundred thousand acres, was principally 
coveted by life leases, and where the continu­ 
ance of the (enure of the occupant was de­ 
pendent upon the uncertainty of tlie continu­ 
ance of one of three lives named in the lease. 
Thus at any time an epidemic or other calam­ 
ity might terminate the title of a whole neigh­ 
borhood. One day they were freeholders the 
next thev might not lie. All the interests 01 
the inhabitants centered in the present, to 
make the most out of the land they could, 
and with as little expense as possible. Their 
want of care for and interest in the future 
was shown by their dilapidated houses and 
outbuildings, their common and temporary 
fences. Paints and paint blushes were ap­ 
parently almost unknown in that locality. 
The tenant’s interest was ip the uncertain con- 1 
tiuuance of life—the landlords upon reversion 
in death. The whole face of the country told 
the sad story. The inhabitants eventually re­ 
belled against such tenures and the rebellion 
resulted in their abolition. What a change 
in that country between then and now. 
Thrift and prosperity now put forth their 
blooming and smiling faces iu every direction, 
comfortable, pleasant and indeed luxuriant 
homes can be seen on every hand tempting 
the denizen weary of city life to come attnu 
ally for a season to enjoy their comforts.”

Mr. Ranesford w rites 
much, has a large imagination, and cares lit­ 
tle or nothing for facts. This gentleman 
contributes the following to the Ch u rch ma n 
, 
a religious paper of standing: 


WORTHY OK MVNCHAl*8EN. 
In the ileep recesses of the mountain ranges, or 
laboring in the cem ent rock quarries, their lives in 
daily danger from the prem ature blast or the 
treacherous cave-in, toiling and moiling in the 
cement mills, lazily hanging around the docks, or 
leisurely traveling in barges on the U lster & Dela 
ware Canal, will be found hundreds and thousands 
of heathen, as grossly ignorant, as wicked, as 
brutish, ur in the farthest depths of the “dark con­ 
tinent.” Thousands of these people know not the 
name of God, save in oaths; tbe ho^y nam e is 
fam iliar to them only in blasphemv. Of the m a r­ 
riage tie they are utterly regard less. Concubinage, 
adultery, fornication, and worse, are no crim e in 
their eves. 
Beer and whisky rule in their shante s. 
in the twnts, even in the quarries. On their ears tin 
"sound of the 
church-going bell” falls 
d e a d - 
some of their children have 
probably 
never 
heard it. To the church and her services, to 
any form of devotion or worship they an» utter 
strangers. Their offspring are brought up in igno 
ranee and vice. If they go to school, it is for but 
part of the year, and even then they stay a t home 
half the tim e, owing to the vile road* being itnpoR- 
sable and the distance so great. During the rest of 
the time, as soon as navigation oi*>ns and work in 
tlie quarries and mills is practicable, the boys from 
3 or it years upw ard are taken from the schools and 
set to work as drivers on the canal or on the cem ent 
track, and sj>eedily forget the little they ever knew 
only to lean) wickedness and sin. The very women 
and girls find em ploym ent on the canals, some nc 
com panying their husbands and fathers and helping 
to man the boats; others, alas! as the param ours of 
tin» crew. So fearful, indeed, is the condition of 
things in this respect tha t it is not uncommon for 
men and women to ex change partners, even during 
ih » same trip, and to bike it us a m atter of course 
that A. and B. should have separated at Ellenville 
or at Ilonesdale and m ade the return journey with 
C. and D. respectively. 
Nor, unfortunately, is this want of m orality and 
decency confined to the eanallers. It is conspicuous 
not only am ong the cem ent workers and quarry 
men, but also am ong the agricultural population 
The evil is present there, ulso, in a som ewhat less 
degree perhaps; but nevertheless, it lies there fester­ 
ing and poisoning the life blood of theeorporate. To 
enter into details would be to shock public decency 
and m orality. One salient instance from the upper 
strata of the com m onalty will he sufficient. The 
keeper of a so-called hotel—not first-class, but » til! 
much above the rank of an ordinary saloon, a man 
well-to-do, and a fan n er likewise, is m arried to u 
wife from the neighborhood. She engaged, as help 
a colored woman, who speedily attracted ihe notice 
of the husband. He began to live in sin witli the ne 
gress, the wife knowing all about it, and offering no 
objection, all the three being under one roof 
At the present tim e the man cohabits with the wife 
the colored woman and a mulatto girl, said, on good 
authority, to be his owti daughter, the whole form ­ 
ing one common family» . Yet so low is the tone of 
public opinion, tha t he is not boycotted by his neigh 
tx irs, nor is his house avoided by his friends. 
In other sections of this same town white women 
wives and m others of families, with their children 
have been traded off, sometimes in ex change for 
other women to other men by their husbands, the 
consideration being often a keg of beer or whiskey 
and a few dollars. 
It will be asked: Who is responsible for all this 
The reply is easy. The responsibility lies with those 
who have professed to supply the religious w auts of 
the com m unity and have failed to act up to their 
professions. 
SOME C OMMENTS. 
The fact that the foregoing has been print 
ed in a prominent church newspaper, and is 
being copied in many newspapers in thi 
State, ctills for a word or two. Two years 
or so ago this same Ranesford sent a some 
what similar series of yariis to 
T he F r e e 
m an . 
.Much of the copy was thrown in the 
waste basket, because it contained very highly 
colored pictures of a state of affairs largely 
imaginative. 
The Delaware & Hudson ea 
nailers and the cement workers, as a class 
are good, bad and indifferent. Many of them 
are by no means saints, yet to denounce nearly 
all of them as being the vilest kind of brutes 
is a libel, and one that a clergyman.be he 
ever so “ poor a stick,” should have thought 
twice before penning. The story, in the main 
is absurd and grossly untrue. 
There is no 
question that there is wickedness along tlie 
canal and in Ulster County, but by no means 
is it us bad as painted. 


QUOTING WILLIAM BMITII. 
Only the other day a New-York City daily 
newspaper printed a story of the same order 
William Smith, Ulster County Secretary of 
Sunday Schools and Missionary, was given 
as authority, and he was quoted as bavin 
made some very ex traordinary statement«

that in localities where he is not known he 
will be credited with being, to put it mildly 
an indiscreet missionary.

WORTHY OF MUNCHAUSEN. 
In the deep recesses of the mountain ranges, or 
laboring in the cement rock quarries, their lives in 
daily danger from the prem ature blast or the 
treacherous cave-in, toiling and moiling in the 
cement mills, lazily hanging around the dorks, or 
leisurely traveling in barges on the Ulster & Dela­ 
w are Canal, will be found hundreds and thousands 
of heathen, as grossly ignorant, as wicked, as 
brutish, as in the farthest depths of the "dark con­ 
tinent.” Thousands of these people know not the 
nam e of God, save in oaths; the h o y name is 
fam iliar to them only in blasphemv. Of the m ar­ 
riage tie they are utterly regardless. Concubinage, 
adulter}-, fornication, and worse, are no crim e in 
their eves. Beer and whisky rule in their shanti< s. 
in the iioats, even in the quarries. On their ears the 
“ sound of the 
church-going bell" falls d e a d - 
some of their children have 
probably 
never 
heard it. To the church and her services, to 
any form of devotion or worship they are utter 
strangers. Their offspring are brought up in igno­ 
rance and vice. If they go to school, it is for but 
part of the year, and even then they stay a t home 
half the time, owing to the vile roads being im pas­ 
sable and the distance so great. During tile rest of 
the time, as soon as navigation ojk-iis ami work in 
the quarries and mills is practicable, the boys from 
8 or 9 years upward are taken from the schools and 
set to work as drivers on the canal or on the cement 
track, and sjieedily forget the little they ever knew, 
only to learn wicked ness and sin. The very women 
ami girls find employment on the canals, some ac 
com panying their husbands and fathers and helping 
to man the boats; others, alas! as the param ours ot 
tin* crew. So fearful, indeed, is the condition of 
things in this respect th a t it is not uncommon for 
men and women to exchange partners, even during 
th ■ same trip, and to take it as a m atter of course 
th at A. and B. should have separated at Ellenville 
or at Ilonesdale and made the return journey with 
C. and 1). respectively. 
Nor, unfortunately, is this w ant of morality and 
decency confined to the canallers. It is conspicuous 
not only among the cem eut workers and quarry 
men, but also among the agricultural population. 
The evil is present there, also, in a somewhat less 
degree perhaps; but nevertheless, it lies there fester­ 
ing and poisoning the life blood of the corporate. To
